FORMER CHANCELLOR NOT 


POPULAR WITH PARTY 


Paris. July 16.—The Paris press 


hails the retirement ot Dr. von Beth- 
mann Hollweg from the German chan- 
cellorship with various degrees of sat- 
isfaction. 
Some of the comment is 


in a jubilant tone, while other editors 
treat the event soberly. All are agreed 
that it indicates a crisis in Germany 
among precedents important. 


The phrase "scrap of paper," fre- 


quently cropped out in the comment, 
and some of the journals traced the 
chancellor's downfall to that early-ln- 
the-war utterance of his. The Petit 
Parisian says: 


"Though the chancellor changes the 


German masses remain the same. It 
is they who desired the war, to satis- 
fy their apetlte for universal domina- 
tion. " 


"Bethmann Hollweg would 
never 


have been disavowed had the hope of 
his masters been realized by victory." 


Another paper says: 
"The 'scrap of paper1 has finished 


by strangling Bethmann Hollweg lib- 
erated long ago byxhe war party the 
chancellor's supreme efforts to hook 
up with the peace party. The latter 
rejected him because it considered 
him compromising."

Best Plan Is Jo Let Car Coast and 


Hold It From'Getting Into Trouble 


by Using Steering Wheel- 


Use Brake Carefully. 


Did you e\i • have an automobile 


skid under jou^ If, ^gu ne\er have, 
then you have yet.-tflyftppredute the 
most ho"pplt's« feeling' In the world— 
that of the ouupants of n skidding 
car. It has to ho tried to be appreci- 
ated. And that is not all; for \\hen a 
car starts well on_to skidding, there is 
no telling •« here'it will bring up or 
what the reMilt of the action Is going 
to he; and yet there are drivers who 
appear to court this danger, or cUe 
they are uua«are of why car* will 
skid. 


Perhaps the greatest cause Is turn- 


Ing a corner at too high rate of speed, 
which often muses skidding of the 
front whecK ns well as rear wheels; 
the car going ^o fast that the front 
wheels do not get traction enough to 
change the direction; and when an 
attempt Is mnde to make a turn they 
skid, and the car goes for the side of 
th« road. 
Applying the brake will 


usually overcome this skid. 


Let Car Coast. 


On the other hand, If the rear 


wheels alone nre skidding, let 
the 


brake alone. It Is best to lot the car 
coast and hoUl It from getting into 
trouble by using the steering wheel, 
turning the front wheels In the direc- 
tion In which the rear end of the car 
ls skidding. If there Is still danger of 
going Into something, u«e the brake 
very carefully, not enough to keep the 
rear wheels from rnrnlng.

turning with the front wheels.

sometimes «tnrt a skid: and 
this 


suggests the "I'dom of keeping ont 
of the street enr tracks when they are 
wet and slippery.

abandoned because league farmers are 
divided on the question, and that the 
league could not take up the proposi-

Coincident with this announcement 


the text of tho proposed agreement 
worked out by league and A W V 
committees, is made public 
This 


agreement was road to all the league 
meetings, but withheld from publica- 
tion till all the meetings were over.
